OUR WORK IN NORTH INDIA. 


REV. E. W. PARKER, D, D. 








UCH has been said concerning the 
rapid growth of the work in North 
India. During 1890 over 6,000 persons were 
baptized and added to the Christian commu- 
nity. Many have asked if such a work can 
be substantial and permanent. Had the 
work commenced during 1890, and had we 
at once baptized 6 000 persons, there would 
surely be room for doubt and fear. But let 
the person really interested in this work 
study the accompanying table and note how 
we have steadily grown up to this point dur- 
ing the past thirty years. Note the increase 
of native preachers, from 2 ia 1859 to 44 in 
1873, 116 in 1883, and 346 in 1891. These 
preachers, assisted by the Christian teachers, 
have prepared the way and led these thou- 
sands to Jesus. 

‘* But where could so many teachers come 
from fit t» teach the new converts?” is a 
question asked, Let the inquirer note the 
columns for Christian boys and girls in our 
schools. In 1863 we had 130 Christian boys 
and 126 Christian girls in our school; in 
1873, 296 Christian boys and 350 Christian 
gis; in 1883, 1,243 Christian boys and 971 
girls; and with the aid of our Goucher and 
Fry schools, and others like them, in 1891 we 
have 4,171 Christian boys and 2,150 Christian 
girls in our schools. These schools are of all 
grades, from our college, theological school, 
normal school and high schools down to sim- 
ple primary schools. All of these are Chris- 
tian schools, designed to teach religion as 
well as other studies. Can it be possible, 
then, that we should have no teachers for 
these converts? From our 6,000 Christian 
students we can secure all the teachers we 
need, and young men and women who know 
and love tue truth. Any person who will 
study this table will have no fear that we are 
going too fast; that we cannot strengthen as 
we go. Dr. Butler often used to say: ‘‘ Breth- 
ren, we must lay this foundation broad and 
deep.”’ Study this table, and see if we have 
not done so. Does it not show healthy 
growth that in 1859 we had 0 in our Sun- 
day schools; in 1873, 4.560; in 1883, 17,366; 
in 1888, 26,585; and in 1891, 31,767? 

Since our growth became more rapid, we 
have found it difficult to provide little meet- 
ing-houses or chapels, which also answer for 
school-houses for the poor village people. 
Our aged and beloved first superintendent, 
Dr. Butler, with his usual wisdom and fore 
sight, saw this need very early, and he has 
coms to the rescue of our poor people nobly. 
He has collected and sent us funds so that 
last year over thirty chapels were erected or 
commenced and a fund has been established, 
known as the ‘‘ Dr. Butler Chapel Fund,”’ the 
income of which will be used annually to 
meet this demand for little cheap chapels ia 
villages. The very great importance of this 
must be recognized by every one who will 
consider for a moment what it means to bap- 
tize and add to our Christian community 
6,000 persons during 1890, and at least 10,000 
coming in during 1891, nearly all from the 
poorer classes and scattered through many 
villages. Dr. Butler and those who have 
aided him have done a noble work, which is 
highly appreciated by our Conference. 

Tais is a great work, but it will be greater. 


Many will criticise, some will fear, a few will | 


be jealous; but thousands who have been 
praying for such a work will thank God and 
take courage. No power on earth can stop 
such a work. The time is very near when 
our church will number 100,000 converts 
from the heathen in India. Tne fact that 
Dr. Butler, who knows this field and this 
people, and who has watched constantly our 
progress, has perfect confidence in this work, 
and seeing when we would need special aid, 
arose at once to secure the help, should give 
the church confidence and remove all doubt. 
There can be no question that having a 
leader in our Bishop Thoburo, on the ground, 
to unite all our forces and press forward in 
paying lines, has done much to give our work 
this new impetus and success. It is a good 
thing to have a general superintendent visit 
and inspect our work, but it is, for a country 


like India, better to have an efficient general 
on the field leading and directing and helping 
all the forces. The missionaries once and 
again plead for an authorized leader, and the 
success of every department of the work 
proves the wisdom of their request. All the 
missionaries and native preachers in every 
part of India are closely united, and perfect 
harmony prevails. There is no party feeling 
between black and white, but ‘‘ missionary 
love’’ — the highest type of Christian love — 
prevails everywhere. In tbe North India 
Conference the natives outvote the Americans 
three to one, and yet we feel perfectly safe in 
the hands of such brethren. Pray for India!

The foreign field spends 55 
per cent. of all the money, and does not raise 
any considerable amount. None of the An- 
aual Conferences which raise the money that 
§ sent abroad have uttered a word on the 
subject. The other denominations were seri- 
ously considering the uniting of their societies, 
inorder to obtain greater efficiency. Chap- 
lain McCabe feared that he had been the in- 
nocent cause of all the discussion. He had 
urged the Committee to keep out of debt, and 
the foreign missionaries had construed that 
position into opposition to the foreign work. 
He loved the whole field, but it is for the good 
of the entire work that we keep out of debt. 
He urged the embarrassment of having four 
societies in the missionary work if we divided 
‘he General Society, for the woman’s work 
Would not wish to unite withthe other.

Dr. Leonard presented the report of the 
South American missions, and after discus- 
sion the whole appropriation for that continent 
was fixed at $50,545. 

The missions in China were referred to a 
special committee to divide $115,572 among 
the different fields and report to the General 
Committee for approval. 


Sixth Day. 


Bishop Fitzgerald represented the episcopal 
board in the chair, on the morning of the 
sixth day’s proceedings of the Committee. 
Dr. Tevis, of Indianapolis, led the religious 
exercises at the beginning. After reading the 
minutes of the previous session, European 
missions were referred to a special committee 
for consideration. 

The missions in Intiia were next considered. 
Dr. Peck has special charge of the affairs of 
India. He presented a voluminous report of 
the work. The mission was established in 
North India in 1856. It was destroyed by 
war and rebuilt in 1859. During the last 
year more than six thousand eonverts came 
from heathendom to our church. The Doctor 
prophesied that this year there will be twelve 
hundred converts in that field. A test of the 
genuineness of these conversions is the readi- 
ness with which they contribute to the benev- 
olences. Many of them have given two 
months’ wages toward building a church. 
He asked for $80,750 for North India. Bishop 
Andrews inquired about the details of the 
work. The genuineness of the conversions 
was discussed by some members, while others 
would have been glad to have made the grant 
requested. The Committee decided to make 
the amount $77,000 forthe next year. This 
grant included the offering of $726 from the 
students of De Pauw University for the 
support of G. C. Hewes. 

Secretary Peck presented the estimates for 
South India. A total of $29,792 was asked. 
Bishop Thoburn promised to pay $1,000 of 
this amount back intothetreasury. The fact 
that this was an increase of 37 per cent. 
caused some opposition, and when the vote 
was taken, $22,500 were appropriated. 

For the Bengal Conference the Secretary 
plead for $31,506, but the conservative element 
controlled, and $22,000 was the amount for 
Bengal next year. 

Eleven o’clock was fixed as the time for 
determining the place of meeting next year. 
That hour having arrived, Dr. Goucher, in 
behalf of the ministers of Baltimore, invited 
the Committee to meet there next fall. Mr. 
Speake seconded the invitation, and the ad- 
vantages of Baltimore as a historic place of 
Methodism was urged. Chicago was nomi- 
nated. Bishop Andrews suggested New York, 
while Secretary McCabe humorously added: 
‘* We ought to meet in St. Paul’s,’’ much to 
the amusement of those who knew the strong 
opposition of the Secretary to the sale of St. 
Paul’s. The invitation from Baltimore was 
accepted. 

The missions in Malaysia were the next 
on the list. The history of this field is ex- 
ceedingly interesting. Dr. Oldham, of Pitts- 
burgh, was the man who accompanied Dr. 
Thoburn, as he was called at that time.

The vote gave Malaysia $9,000. Allthe ap- 
propriations for India are to bedistributed by 
the finance committees of the Conferences 
and Bishop Thoburn, the presiding Bishop. 

Dr. Leonard is the secretary in charge of 
Mexico. He asked for $63,000. This advance 
of $10,000 the Doctor deemed necessary to 
hold all our groand in Mexico. Bishop Ninde 
was last in this field. He gave a report of 
whet he learned of the work while he was 
there. He considered that Methodism has 
made a grand history there. The Romish 
priests were so aggressive that our mission- 
aries must keep up with the times. The 
press had done much for our mission, and he 
asked that a part of the press debt be paid 
this year and arrangements made to free it 
from any embarrassment. Bishop Walden 
had been in this territory, and gave statistics 
concerning it. Dr. Hunt was commissioned 
to give careful attention to the finances of the 
press in Mexico, when he shall visit that 
country soon. The amount of $51,000 was ap- 
propriated, with the authority given the Mex- 
ico Conference to distribute the money, with 
the sanction of the presiding Bishop. 

In the afternoon Bishop Joyce was in the 
chair. After the devotional exercises and the 
approval of the journal, the sub-committee 
on European missions reported. The Ger- 
man Missions were given $22,000 for the 
work, $600 for interest on the Berlin debt, 
$7,000 for other debts, and $1,000 for the 
Martin Institute. This makes a total of 
$30,000 — the same as last year. The report 
recommended $6,500 for the missions in 
Switzerland. Dr. Leonard presented the 
report of the work. The increase seemed to 
be necessary because of the hard times on 
account of the effect of the McKinley bill. 
The statement had the desired effect upon the 
Committee, for it readily voted the amount 
requested. There was also a grant of $3,000 
for the liquidation of old debts in Switzer- 
land. 


The Scandinavian Mission was allowed 
$14,250; Sweden, $25,600; and Denmark, 
$8,570. 

Then came the missions in Bulgaria. Bul- 
garia has not attained an enviable place in 
the history of Methodist missions. Several 
attempts have been made to close up the mis- 
sion, but they have failed. It seems to be a 
case of the survival of the persistent. If 
there were no {other plea for its continu- 
ance, the argument from its existence would 
warrant it. More hope is expressed since we 
have a new superintendent, who is working 
sgme reformations among the men of the 
mission. It seems as though & new day 
was dawning for our Bulgarian Mission. It 
would be a great triumph, if what has been 
a discredit to our Methodism should after all 
prove our glory. The $20,000 were given for 
the work in Bulgaria. 

The subject of China was next considered. 
Secretary McCabe read the reports from the 
field. The Secretary is very mucd in favor 
of this territory. Bishop Goodsell ,who has so 
recently returned from China and Japan, was 
requested to address the Committee concern- 
ing the Chinese Mission. He was eloquent 
and earnest in his observations. He said 
that, as he listened to the reading of the sec- 
retary’s report, his mind went back to the 
morning when he opened the Foochow Con- 
ference and found forty-seven members, clad 
in the quaint garb of their nation, ready to 
transact the business of the Conference ac- 
cording to the same forms and rules as pre- 
vailed at home in America, ‘ God is giving 
to Foochow its later Pentecost,’’ said the 
Bishop, ‘‘and the eyes of the stolid China-

of work in China, spoke with great apprecia- 
tion of the harvest reported from this field. 
He urged the most generous treatment of the 
Chinese Mission. After a short discussion, 
the following appropriations were made for 
China: Foochow, $21,600; Central China, 
$39,000; North China, $41,872; West China, 
$6,500; total, $108,972. 
The Committee went back to Italy, and 
gave $34,334 for that work. The balance on 
the property at Turin, amounting to $5,000, 
was also granted; $680 was given to meet 
the interest on debt on Rome property; and 
$3,620 went toward paying the debt on the 
property on Via Venti Settembre, Rome. 
When Dr. Leonard read the report from 
the Japanese Mission, the Committee soon 
fixed the sum of $66,000 for the grant for 
the next year. Of this amount $61,000 
was for the work, and the remainder for 
property. For Korea $15,062 was needed 
and appropriated, and $2500 was given to 
bring out missionaries and return others. 
On the eve of adjournment Bishop Fitz- 
gerald moved that we make the total appro- 
priations. Bishop Fitzgerald moved a sus- 
pension of the rules in order that the Com- 
mittee might change and make its appropria- 
tions for domestic missions an even half-mill- 
ion of dollars. Dr. Hunt resisted the motion 
because he was pledged not to run the Society 
in debt, and if this action were taken, we 
should do the same with the foreign work. 
But the Committee was ready, and spend, 
voted to increase from $495,000 to $500,000 
for home missions. Adjournment until the 
next morning, when the finishing touches will 
be given the budget and all the members 
hurry to their homes. 
In the evening the Methodist Social Union 
of Cleveland gave a banquet in honor of the 
guests, at the Music Hall. About five hun- 
dred people sat down to the feast. It con- | 
tinued until late, and numerous speeches | 
were indulged.

all could read it — ‘* Jesus of Nazareth, | 
the King of the Jews.” In vain the | 
exasperated priests labored with Pilate | 
to have the offersive titulus taken down | 
and worded differently. The proud | 

Roman dismissed the appeal with the 

firm reply, **What I have written, I 

have written.”

t was probably towards noon, when | 
the strange darkness began to gather | 
over the land, that the thoughtful John | 
conducted Mary, with other women. 
through the jeering crowd, to the cross 
of her Son. Of the sorrow which, 
swordlike, pierced the Virgin’s heart, 
there is no record. But the Sufferer’s 
eyes, though filmed with anguish, 
rested upon the two. The unselfish 
Heart throbbed for the lonely, dis- 
tressed woman by whom He had become 
linked with humanity, and His parched 
lips opened to commit her to the filial 
care of John, ‘* Woman, behold thy 
son!’ and John took her then and 
thenceforward to his own home. 

Passing over many affecting details 

which the other Evangelists record, 
St. John sems up in a few words the 
closing scene. He did not catch the 
despairing ery, ‘“*My God, My God, 
why hast Thou forsaken Me?’ but He 
heard the words, ‘*I thirst,’ and saw 
the soldiers press the sponge filled 
With the sour wine to the fevered 
lips. And then he saw the head bow, 
and heard the words which proclaimed 
the end of the Saviour's travail and 
the accomplishment of His redeeming 
Work: ‘* It is finished.”

7. And he bearing his cross, etc. — 
R. V., “and He went out, bearing the cross 
for Himself, unto the place; ’’ went out beyond 
the city limits, to suffer as our true Sin- 
Offering, outside the gates. It was customary 
for the condemned to carry the cross — pre- 
Sumebly bearing the weightier part of it on 
the shoulder, and dragging the other end 
behind on the ground. Tradition states 
that Jesus, exhausted by the agony in Geth- 
‘eMane and the cruel usage of the early 
morning, sank down in weariness by the way. 
It is sure that a certain Cyrenian — one Simon 
by name — was impressed into service, and 
compelled to bear the cross, of which neither 
be nor his sons, Alexander and Rufus, were 
'n after days ashamed. Place of a skull — 
hence called Golgotba, in the Syro-Chaldaic, 
or Calvary (Calvaria, its Latin equivalent). 
lis site is uncertain. There is no evidence 
that it was a mountain. The Evangelists all 
Speak of it as “a place,” ‘as if,” says Geikie, 
“it had its name only from its bare smooth 
ness and slight convexity, as we speak of 
‘the brow of a hill’ from its rounded slope;’”’

Barabbas probably. Their names, according 
to tradition, were Titus and Dumachus; 
according to the “ Acts of Pilate,” they were 
Gestas and Dysmas. The cross of Jesus was 
centra!, between the two. 

The three crosses which stood together on 
Calvary are a continual emblem of our world. 
A dying Saviour had on one side of Him an 
enemy and an unbeliever, and on the other side a 
friend and a veliever. Thus it is to-day in every 
part of the globe where Christ is preached; thus 
it is in every Christian congregation; thus in 
almost every household (Adame). —Joha omits 
the proffer of the stupefying draught, and also 
the prayer, ‘“‘ Father, forgive them, they know 
not what they do.” 

19. Pilate wrote a title—the usual 
titulus, generally carried before the accused 
to the place of execution, and announcing the 
offence for which he was to suffer; afterwards 
placed above the cross. Pilate may have 
written it himself, or, as seems most likely, 
dictated the words to be used. Jesus of 
Nazareth, the king of the Jews.— The 
inscription was written in three languages, as 
we leern from the next verse — tue official 
Latin, the current Greek, and the vernacular 
Hebrew or Aramaic. The title is rendered in 
a different form in each of the Gospels. Says 
Dr. Gray: “By some it is thought that 
Matthew followed the Hebrew, John the 
Greek, and Mark the Latin. Probably they 
all translated the Greek save John, who adds 
‘of Nazareth.” Matthew, Mark and Luke 
agree, but Matthew adds * Jesus’ tothe title.” 
‘* Let it be observed that our Lord was cruci 
tied at lastas aking. He came to set upa 
spiritual kingdom, and asa king He died” 
(Ryle). 

20. This title then—R. V., “ this title 
therefore.’ Read many of the Jews — 
‘“‘whereby,’’ says Lange, ‘they were forced 
to reflect upon that treason to the Messianic 
idea of which the high priests were guilty.” 
The place...nigh to the city—a 
growing suburb, as the city was extending 
beyond the walls, and, being so access‘bie, a 
place of resort probably. 

21, 22. Then said the chief priests ... 
to Pilate — R. V., ‘‘ The chef priests of the 
Jews therefore said to Pilate."’ ‘* Therefore ”’ 
isemphatic, Because the inscription asserted 
that the Sofferer tas the king of the Jews, 
thereby giving, as the priests thought, an 
utterly faise and mischievous impression to 
the multitudes who read it, they begged Pilate 
to change the wording. But that he said 
I am king, etc.— They would heave Him 
proclaimed a treasonable claimant of royal 
What I have written I have 
written — words succinct, firm, enigmatical, 
contemptuous. He had yielded as far as he 
would. 

23. The soldiers took his garments — 
apparently His only earthly inheritance, all 
He had to leave. The soldiers were allowed 
to divide these clothes asa perquisite. Four 
parts.— Each one of the quaternion gota 
share. Tha head-covering, sandals, girdle 
and mantle (outer-garment) would furnish a 
part for each. The coat was without 
seam, woven—the cefoneth, or under 
garinent, worn next to the body, sleeve'ess, 
reaching fromthe neck to the knees. (Quite 
likely some of the women who had followed 
Jesus had woven ‘t. Ordinarily it was made 


| of two pieces, fastened at the shoulder by 


clasps; in this case it was seam'ess, a style 
of manufacture which the priests also adopted, 
especially the high priest. 

24. Said therefore among themselves 
(R. V., *‘one to another’’).—Strange, at 


| first sight, that John should have n»dted so 


unimportant a matter; but, as we shall see, 
there was a reason for noting it. Let us not 
rend it, but cast lots for it. — ‘* Chis has 
given occasion for the remark that Christians 
have, ia their party divisions, paid less 
respect to their Master than the heathen 


| soldiers did’’ (Smith). That the Scripture 


might be fulfilled — Psalm 22: 8, a Psalm 
which contains the elot lama sabachthani 
subsequently uttere’, and allusions to the 
mockery of the rulers, and which has been 
deemed ‘*a direct and exclusive prophecy of 
Christ’s passion.” My raiment —R. V., 
‘““My vesture.”” Cast lots.—‘‘It is im- 
possible to tell in what manner this was 
done’ (Edersheim). These things the 
soldiers did— unconsciously performing 
their part in the divine purpose. They also 
took their share in the derision of their Vic- 
tim, ‘‘ pledging in mock hilarity the dying 
Man, cruelly holding up to His lips their cups 
of sour wine, and echoing the Jewish taunt 
against the weakness of a king whose throne 
was @ cross, whose crown was thorns”’ 
(Farrar). 

Edershein thinks that the rulers would not 
have been present at this un-Jewish scene except 
for Pilate’s obstinacy in refusing to change the 
title on the cross. To do away with the effect of 
that title, they remained on the spot and manu- 
factured fresh jeers and ineults in the ears of the 
people. — Says Dr. Brown: “ That a prediction 
so exceedingly specific — distinguishing one piece 
of dress from others, and announsing that while 
those should be parted among several, that should 
be given by lot to one person —that such a 
prediction should not only be fulfilled to the 
letter, but by a party of heathen military, without 
interference from either the friends or the 
enemies of the Crucified One, is surely worthy 
to be ranked among the wonders of this all- 
wonderful scene.” 


25. Stood (R. V., ‘were standing”’) by 
the cross — probably just as the supernatural 
darkness was settling over the land. Eders- 
heim suggests that John twice quitted the 
presence of Jesus—first, after Pilate had 
rendered sentence, his purpose being to find 
the mother of Jesus and bring her to her Son 
for a final farewell. Mary on this occasion 
was accompanied by three of her friends, and 
arrived on the scene after the derision of the 
priests and the episode of the penitent thief. 
After the Virgin was committed to his care 
he conducted her back to the city; but her 
three friends remained, retiring, however, 
from the cross a short distance. This recon- 
ciles the narrative with Mark’s, and explains 
the omission of important details from John’s 
narrative. His mother’s sister — Salome, 
the mother of John. 
Cleophas (R. V., ‘‘Clopas’’). — Clopas is 
supposed (by Eusebius) to have been the 
brother of Joseph, the husband of Mary. 
KEdersheim regards Clopas and Alphwus as 
the same name and person (Matt. 10:3) and 
thence deduces that there were five cousins of 
our Lord among the apostles —the two sons 
of Zebedee and Salome, and the three sons of 
Alphseus (Clopas) and Mary. Mary Mag- 
dalene—‘‘out of whom he cast seven 
devils.”’

‘John’s relaton to Mary as established 
beneath the Cross was that of a sacred friend- 
ship and spiritaal communion (Matt. 12: 47- 
50) and interfered neither with John's rela- 
tion and daty to his natural mother Salome, 
nor with Mary’s relations with ‘the brethren 
of Jesus,’ wha’ever view we may take of 
them’’ Unto his owu home — protection, 
‘*home”’ not being in the original. He prob 
ably at once took her to the place wkere he 
was stopping with his mother in Jerusalem. 

28. Knowing .... accomplished — 
R. V., ‘knowing that all things are now 
finished.”” The hour had come at last — the 
hour for surrendering the life which no man 
could take from Him, which He had power to 
lay down and totake again. The Scripture 
had been fulfilled. All things needful had 
been borne and accomplished. The poor 
body was fevered with anguish. For the final 
act He will seek refreshment for His parched 
lips. Hence the cry, ‘I thirst.””. John ap- 
pears to have caught the word as he returned 
from conducting Mary to his home. 

29. A vessel full of vinegar — the posca, 
or sour wine, provided for the soldiers, per- 
haps also for the cracified, to aileviate the 
distressing thirst which accompanied this 
horrible punishment. Filled a sponge 
with vinegat, etc.—R. V., “they put a 
sponge full of the vinegar upon hyssop.’’ The 
‘*hyssop ’’ is supposed to have,been the caper 
plant, which has stalks two or three feet long. 
Putit (R. V., “ broughtit’’) to his mouth. 
— Not being suspended more than a foot or 
two above the ground, the act would be easy. 
(For the connection between this act and the 
cry, Eloi, Eloi, lama sabachthani, see the other 
Evangelists.) 

30. It is finished — all that it had been 
given Him to do and to bear, in the accom- 
plishment of human redemption. The “‘ cup”’ 
has been drunk to the dregs. Bowed his 
head. — John omits the final word, ‘‘ Father, 
into Thy hands I commend My spirit,” and 
the ‘‘cry,”’ or shriek, with which they were 
uttered; also, the rending of the temple vail, 
the earthquake, and the apparitions from the 
rent graves which appeared to many, and the 
testimony of the awe-struck centurion that 
Jesus was the Son of God. Gave up the 
ghost— Rk. V., ‘‘gave up His spirit;’’ a 
self surrender of His spirit into the Father's 
hands. Jesus did not die from exhaustion, 
apparently, as is usual in such cases. The 
physical cause of His death has been ascribed, 
with a good deal of plausibility, to a rupture 
of the heart. This supposition accounts for 
the discharge of the blood and water when the 
soldier pierced His side with the spear. The 
separation of the solid and liquid constituents 
of the blood takes place very quickly after the 
effusion of blood into the pericardium.

ReE-OPENING AT AUGUSTA, MAINE. 


The church in Augusta has more than a 
local influence. The Conference and the 
whole State are interestedin it. Thechurches 
of Augusta need a strong moral force and 
church edifices corresponding with their en- 
vironment; and the pastor, Rov. I. G. Ross, 
seeing the opportunity to give additional in- 
fluence and prosperity to the society of Au- 
gusta, was encouraged by the offer of $500 
from Gen. E. T. Winslow to undertake the 
work of renovating and beautifying the house 
of the Lord. The following gentlemen were 
the committee on repairs: F. H. Beale, J. E. 
Faller, E. J. Roberts, C. H. Nason and A. T. 
Fuller, and as the result of their endeavor, 
$2,600 have been expended, and the Method- 
ists of Augusta have one of the most beauti- 
ful churches in the Conference. As the breth- 
ren enter this house at the next session of the 
Conference, I am sure they will agree in say- 
ing there is nothing sepulchral about it. The 





cheerful and rich coloring and attractive ap- 
pearance of the whole scene invite you to 
enter. Among the chief features of the im 
provements are the memorial windows that 
have been added. These are of simple but 
rich designs. On the right entering the 
church the first window 1s inscribed to Har 
rison G. and William M. Clark, given by 
their children. The central window is in 
memory of Elisha Atkins, and was given by 
A. S. Bangs, J. Manchester Haynes and Eu- 
gene Whitehouse, of this city, as a testimonial 
of their esteem for Mr. Atkins’ intrinsic worth. 
The farther window to the right of the pulpit 
is in memory of Japheth Beale, one of the 
founders of the Augusta society and its most 
earnest workers. This window was given by 
the grandchildren. On the other side of the 
church the first window is inscribed to Nancy 
Clark by her daughter, Mrs. F. 8S. Severance. 
The middle window is dedicated to the mem- 
ory of Rev. Stephen Allen, D. D., twice pas- 
tor of this church and presiding elder, also 
the author of the history of ‘‘ Methodism in 
Maine.” This window was the gift of friends 
in the church. The farther window is in- 
scribed to Charles and Julia Towne, and is 
the gift of N. T. Towne, of Washington, and 
Charles Towne, of this city. The pulpit 
furniture has been upholstered with plain 
plush in pomegranate, and the new carpets 
are in colors that blend thoroughly with the 
decorations. The organ has been moved to 
the front, so that the chorister is the pastor’s 
right-hand man. The vestries have been 
renovated, and the plan so far changed that 
the sma!ler vestries open into the larger one. 
The cook-stove has disappeared from the 
smallest room; and how can they have a 
cook stove apostasy without a cook-stove ? 

The following is the order of exercises for 
the re-opening: Friday afternoon, 2.30, re 
union and fellowship service; music, Script- 
ure reading, prayer, music; words of welcome 
by the pastor, Rev. I. G. Ross; brief address- 
es by former pastors, local clergy and others; 
singing; 4 to 5, social hour in the vestries. 
Friday evening, 7.30, anthem; responsive 
reading, 23d Psalm, Rev. J. B. Lapham; 
Scripture reading, Rev. G. R. Palmer; music, 
quartet; prayer, Rev. E. T. Adams; response, 
quartet; hymn, congregation; sermon, Rev. 
Uharles Parkhurst, D. D.; treasurer’s report, 
F, H. Beale; offering; music, quartet; bene 
diction, Rev. D. B. Randall, D. D. 

In the afternoon, following the devotional 
exercises, was the address of welcome by 
the pastor, then the addresses by the former 
pastors. The first in order, and the first in a 
pre-eminence so cheerfully conceded by all 
that it need not be held in reserve, was Rev. 
Dr. D. B. Randall, so long and so widely 
known among us. He told the interesting 
story of the early trials and triumphs, light- 
ing it up with touches of the humorous and 
dramatic, especially that part which related 
to his first approach to the town and the 
manner in which he was interviewod, and 
how by a subsequent pastorate he had come 
to know and love the church.
